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The. big U.F.A. membership drive 
which is being planned for the first 
week in November will be held sim- 
ultaneously with similar drives in 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan, so that 
it wil be a r eal rallying week among 
the organized farmers’ forces in the 
west. An army of canvassers will 
be at work; it is expected that 2,500 
will be employed in Alberta, and a 
similar number in both Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba. Altogether the work- 
ers enlisted in the campaign in the 
three provinces should number not 
Jes sthan 10,000. 

Each canvasser will, it is expected, 
cover his half-township in a car, and 
eanvassers are being urged not to 
go alone, but to fill up their cars 
with friends and neighbors. In this 
way the U.F.A. workers in each dis- 
trict will be united together in a com- 
mon cause, promoting that feeling of 
eomradeship which is necessary to a 
successful issue of the campaign. 
“There is strength in numbers” is a 
good motto in this connection. Where 
one worker might be unsuccessful 
single-handed, two or three are like- 
ly to succeed. 

The U.F.A. comittee in charge of 
the drive have drafted plans for 
the organizing of workers, and this 
work is being entered into enthus- 
iastically in all parts of the province. 
The committe intend to alow nothing 
to interfere with the successful com- 
pletion of this canvass the organized 
farmers realize that their task is 
to mobilize the farm people to the 
last man and woman. 

The object of the drive is to cover 
the whole of the settled portion of 
the province completely on November 
ist and 2nd, making a thorough can- 
vass of every farm home. If the can- 
vass is not completed on’ those dates 
itt may be continued over the first 
week of November, but a strong 
effort will be made for quick , con- 
certed action on the days decided on 

The plan of organization begins 
with an organizer for each federal 

* constituency, who wil Ibe in charge 
of the work of that territory. Where 
it is impossible to get one man to 
handle the whole constituency, two 
may be appointed, each taking half 
These organizations will work through 
and in close co-operation with, the 
district boards. As far as_ possible. 
each District Political Director will 
assume direct responsibility for the 
organization of the drive in his own 
dfstrict. “if unable to look after all 
his district, he wil arrange with the 
constituency organizer to subdivide. 
The district Captains, each having 
charge of approximately nine town- 
ships, will be appointed. Their res- 
ponsibility will be to get one canvas- 
ser for each half-township in the 
territory in their charge, and working 
with the district director to see that 
all plans are completed with these 
canvassers so that on November Ist 
they wil Istart out to canvass every 
elector in‘ their half-township. Every 
one of the canvassers will be required 
to sign a pledge to do this work, and 
no one will be asked te undertake it 


who i snot prepared to do it thor- 
oughly. 

When the drive commences’ on 
November ist ever ycanvasses will 


send by first mail the report of his 
daily work, together with all the mon 
ey received and duplicates of all re- 
ceipts, to the U.F.A, Central Office, 
Calgary. The reason for having all 
reports and money mailed direct to 
Central Office is simply to permit 
of the daily recording of progress, 
the asurance of accuracy in account- 
ing, and the tabulation of the work 
done. ‘The collections will then be 
properly allotted among the various 
district associations and locals bene- 
fitting through teh drive. 

The work of perfecting the organ- 
iaztion for the drive has already 
been begun. Meetings of the various 
corstituency boards will be held early 
in October, where the division of 
territory among the workers will be 
definitely decided upon. 
ers throughout the province are en- 
tering into the plan with the spirit 
and determination that ensures suc- 
cess,

VOTING DATE SET 
FOR LETHBRIDGE N. 
IRRIGATION PROJECT 


LETHBRIDGE, Oct. 1—The date 
for the election in the Lethbridge 
northern irrigation district has been 
set for October 21. The bylaw has 
been returned from E. G. Long, of 
Toronto, and it will come before a 
meeting of the trustees of the district 
to be held on Tuesday or Wednesday. 
Notices will be posted throughout the 
district. Sixteen clear days are al- 
lowed for advertising, although the 
Act calls for fourteen, 

All obstacles that have come up to 
delay the election have been now 
overcome and the trustees expect 
clear sailing. 


In connection with the above The 
Times has been informed that the 
polling place for the district north of 
Macleod is to be at Hugh Mackin- 
tosh’s residence. While there is no 
doubt that the vote will be affirma- 
tive, it is urged upon all eligible vot- 
ers to turn out and thus ensure a 
big majority in favor so that there 
may be no flavor of uncertainty as 
to the mandate of the people of this 
district. 


LETHBRIDGE, Albertu, Oct. 6. — 
The first practical step in the Leth- 
bridge Northern Irrigation project 
was taken yesterday afternoon, when 
the board of trustees passed on the 
by-law for the issuing of $5,400,000 
worth of 30 year, 7 per cent, deben- 
tures to cover the cost of construc- 
tion. 

The by-law will be advertised ac- 
cording to proceedure, today. 

This will give ample time for hold- 
ing the election on October 21, to 
cover the 14 day’s time for adver- 
tising required by the 1920 Irrigation 
Act. 

For the first seven years only in- 
terest shall be paid, which will 
amount annually to $378,000 for that 
period. Commencing with the eighth 
year the interest sum will naturally 
lessen as the principal is paid. The 
first payment of principal will total 
$101,055.98. 

The last payment of interest and 
principal will amount to $479,005.98. 
Arrangements were made for the 
polling booths. G. H. Dunning 
secretary of district, was appointed 
returning officer. The polling booths 
will be situated at Iron Springs post 
office, with Deputy Returning Offi- 
cer B. B. Spencer, in charge; D. D. 
Orcutt’s residence, on S, W. See. 27- 
11-21, with Deputy Returning Officer

ALBERTA’S BIGGEST 


WHEAT CROP | 


j In the face of a late spring and| 


,; an abnormally short growing season, 
Alberta will have by far the great- 
est wheat crop in its history, accord- 
ing to the Bureau of Statistics, which, 
as related in a spécial dispatch from 
1 Ottawa to the Herald yesterday, es- 
l timated that the wheat yield of this 
province would be 82,972,00 bushels. 
This production establishes a record 
for the greatest previous harvest was 
that of 1915 when 60,000,000 bushels 
of wheat were threshed. Not only is 
the production larger by nearly 25,- 
000,000 bushels than in 1915, bat the 
value of the wheat in the open market 
is more than two and a half times 
as great. It is figured out that if this 
year’s wheat brings an average of 
$2.60 a bushel, the revenue to Al- 
berta’s farmers from this department 
alone will be $215,727,200 as against 
a revenue of $50,000,000 in 1915 and 
of $63,349,000 in 1919. 

In addition to this valuable wicat 
crop there is a splendid yield of oats, 
124,958,000 bushels, so the bureau es- 
timates, and of rye, of barley, of 
flax, of potatoes and root crops, of 
alfalfa and of hay. The livestock 
was never in better shape than at 
present, and there were never more 
cattle in Alberta than today, for the 
natural increase plus the importations 
have more than made up for the de- 
erease following last year’s drought. 

What Alberta’s total agricultural 
revenue will be can only be estimated 
but it should be at least double that 
of any preceding year. Wheat and 
oats will produce approximately 
$300,000,000 and the other farm pro- 
ducts should be worth another $150,-

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WORK ON McLAREN 
SAW MILL WELL 
UNDER WAY 


Work on the McLaren saw mill at 
Macleod is wel under way. The pre- 
liminary work of building a railway 
from the gravel bed west of town 
and bridging from the mainland to 
McLaren’s Island consumed consid- 
erable time and was of course essen- 
tial to the transportation of mater- 
ial to the works. The bridge is a 
square trestle support bridge. 

The construction now under way is 
for the damming of the river to ob- 
tain flotage for logs and the build- 
ing of the mill is a lesser considera- 
tion. There are three dams under 
construction, known at the works as 
Nos, 1, 2 and 3 dams, No. 1 is from 
the mainland on this side near the 
old hospital to McLarens Island to 
Macleod Island, and No. 3 from Mac- 
leod Island to the north bank of the 
Old Man river at a point on R, Cum- 
mings property. Breastworks of 
earth will connect the three dams in 
case water in spring freshets should 
overflow the Islands, and also in each 
dam will be spillways with stop logs 
that may be taken out to allow the 
water passage if spring floods neces- 
sitate it. 

The dams are forty fect wide and 
three hundred feet long. Concrete is 
now being poured in No. 3 dam. El- 
ectric power, gasoline and s team are 
in evidence to do all the work prac- 
ticable by such means and the works 
present an appearance of modern ef-

cost of the completed construction is 
in the neighborhood of $500,000.00. | 
The pay roll at present is about | 
$12,000.00 per month. 

John Haddon, C.A., of Calgary, is 
engineer in charge; John Towers, Cal- 
gary, is resident engineer on No. 3 
dam ad C,. A, Lewis, of Toronto, is 
resident engineer on No. 1. 

This construction is circulating much 
money in Macleod and affords op-
